At the recent California Junior 
Collége Student Government Associ- 
ation at San Francisco, a resolution 
pertaining to the proselyting of out 
of state athletes was defeated by 
the vote of the Northern California 
section. This resolution would have 
made any out of state or out of 
country athlete who came to school 
for the purpose of playing athletics 
ineligible to compete in sports in 
his first year at a California junior 
college. ; 

Proselyting is the act of soliciting 
a player to come to your school for 
the purpose of participating in 
athletics. This does not. include 
furnishing him with financial aid 
of any sort or the promise of any 
type of aid, or the giving of special 
privileges to athletes, unless these 
privileges are open to all students 
enrolled in that college. Those fac- 
tors are considered as subsidizing. 

We had the honor to attend the 
athletic workshop of that con- 
ference and to oppose the plan. It 
is not a problem of the Northern 
Section but of the South where they 
have set up rules to help restrain 
these activities, We hold that this 
plan restricts the rights and oppor- 
tunities of the out of state or out 
of country individuals who are 
truly interested in the physical edu- 
cation field. We are not in favor 
of giving aid to athletes, such as 
under subsidizing, but we do think 
that a person who is interested in 
attending junior college for 
athletics should be able to play.
